On a related issue, Bush and 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher agreed to postpone modern- 
ization of the U.S.-built Lance 
launchers that are deployed mostly in 
West Germany. 

Bush, discussing the compromise 
at a news conference, said, “I don’t 
view it as a victory for the United 
States. I view it as a victory for the 
alliance.” 

Bush and Thatcher had wanted to 
more than triple the range of the 
Lances, but at West Germany’s urg- 
ing the allies decided to postpone any 
modernization until 1992. At that 
point, the communique said, “the in- 
troduction and deployment of a fol- 
low-on system for the Lance will be 
dealt with in 1992 in the light of over- 
all security developments.” 

The timetable postpones super- 
power negotiations on short-range 
nuclear weapons until the two al- 
liances conclude an accord in Vienna 
to reduce their conventional forces. 

At a news conference later Tues- 
day, Secretary of State James A. 
Baker cautioned the Soviet Union 
that the NATO proposals were a 
package deal. 


. “This is not something we have put... 
on the table, the idea that the Hast 


can come in and pick what they like 
and leave what they don’t like.” ‘ 

The. NATO leaders also gave a 
green light to Congress to finance the 
development of a more powerful 
short-range missile in the meantime. 

Bush said most people do not real- 
ize the Soviets have a numerical ad- 
vantage in such weapons. He chal- 
lenged President Mikhail  S. 
ee to order a unilateral cut- 
back.

Colleagues assume Wright will resign —

WASHINGTON House 
Speaker Jim Wright declared Tues- 
day, “I think I know what I should 
do,” but didn’t say whether that 
meant he’d resign over ethics 
charges. Colleagues assumed’ he 
would quit and were even beginning 
to push. 

“T don’t have a statement right 
now,” Wright said after returning 
from a weekend getaway in Virginia’s 
Blue Ridge Mountains. “I expect to 
have one before the week’s out.” 

“T think I know what I believe to be 
in my best interests and the interests 
of the institution,” Wright told re- 
porters as he returned to the Capitol. 
“T want to be fair to myself, my fam- 
ily, my reputation, and I want to be 
fair to this institution that I’ve served 
for 34 years.” 

While the Texas Democrat held his 
cards close, fellow Democrats were 
openly angling for leadership posts in 
what they expected to be a major 
shakeup in the House hierarchy. 

A handful of senior lawmakers 


were pushing for the No. 2 and No. 3 


jobs of majority leader and majority 
whip. 

That assumes, as most in the House 
do, that Wright will soon resign and 
the current majority leader, Rep. 
Thomas Foley of Washington, will be 
elevated to the speakership. 

The current whip, Rep. Tony 
Coelho of California, had been ex- 
pected to fight for the No. 2 job, but 
he said Friday he would resign in the 


face of separate ethics questions - 


about a bond investment he made. He 
said a congressional investigation of 
that issue could harm the party. 
Some Democrats were making 
clear they were running out of pa- 
tience, and one lawmaker pointedly 
referred to Coelho’s announcement as 
an example for Wright to follow in

Pons will not allow scientists into his laboratory at the 
U of U who have made negative comments about the 
validity of his cold fusion experiment, said-the Deseret 


News. 


A group of scientists organized by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy to review fusion experiments across the 
nation were denied admittance into Pons’ lab because 
some members of the group had spoken out against his 
and Martin Fleischmann’s project. 

“T have refused to entertain this committee for sev- 
eral reasons ... I see this visit as a waste of valuable 
time, since many of these panel members have already 
clearly stated their positions. I feel there is little one can 
say to a hostile person that will change his mind,” said 
Pons in the Deseret News. 

The DOE group of scientists planned to visit the U of 
U lab today, but the trip was cancelled after Pons told 
the co-chairman of the group, John Huizenga, a profes- 
sor of nuclear chemistry at the University of Rochester, 
he did not approve of some committee members.

Last week, sources close to Wright 
said he had all but reached a decision 
to resign his leadership post and was 
leaving for the weekend to draft a 
statement, defending himself, that 
could be delivered along with the an- 
nouncement of his resignation as 
early as Wednesday. But they also 
cautioned. that Wright was torn be- 
tween such a move and fighting the 
ethics charges to some legal conclu- 
sion. 

One source close to Wright said 
Tuesday that he did not expect an 
announcement until later in the week. 

Wright alluded to his legal fight and 
to a motion to dismiss the most seri- 
ous charges against him, telling re- 
porters, “I’m convinced our motions 
are legally well grounded.” 

The ethics committee is due to take 
up the motion to dismiss charges at a 
meeting on Thursday, and it was seen 
as likely to reject the defense effort. 

Rep. John T. Myers of Indiana, the 
senior Republican on the ethics com- 
mittee, said in answer to a question 
that the panel also might expand its

Soviets admit 
$118 million 
defense budget

MOSCOW — Mikhail S. Gor- 


bachev, revealing one of the Krem- 
_ lin’s best-kept secrets, 
_ Tuesday the Soviet Union is spending

about $118 billion this year on defense 
— almost four times what it previ- 
ously acknowledged. 

“T am announcing this real figure of 
military expenditures to the Con- 
gress of People’s Deputies: 77.3 bil- 
lion rubles,” the Soviet president told 
the 2,250-member national parlia- 
ment to astonished gasps. 

Gorbachev pledged defense spend- 
ing would be cut by 10 billion rubles 
($15.3 billion) by the end of 1991 as the 
Soviet Union redirects its resources 
to revive the Soviet economy and ease 
world tensions. 

“Today we can ensure security by 
political and diplomatic means,” Gor- 
bachev declared during an address on 
foreign and domestic policy. “This 
makes it possible to cut down on mili- 
tary expenditures ... without any 
detriment to the defense capability of 
our country.” 

In Gorbachev’s 95-minute address 
to the Congress on the state of the 
country’s foreign and domestic policy, 
he also: 

— Proposed creation of a special 
legislative commission te review the 
decades-old system of privileges for 
the elite. 

— Acknowledged complaints that 
government ministries “are restruc- 
turing very slowly, if at all,” and 
urged deputies to question govern- 
ment ministers on why they are drag- 
ging their feet on reforms, 

— Announced local elections will be 
postponed from fall to the spring of 
1990 to give lawmakers a chance to 
correct problems in the electoral sys- 
tem that arose during the spring cam- 

aign. 
: — Pledged that the ruling Commu- 
nist Party he heads is open to talks 
with any social group or organization 
backing reform. : 

Leonid I. Abalkin, director of the 
official Economics Institute, said Gor- 
bachev’s surprise disclosure on Soviet 
defense spending was aimed at end- 
ing distrust in East-West arms reduc- 
tions talks caused by decades of 
Kremlin secrecy.

President Ezra Taft Benson and 
Thomas S. Monson, his second coun- 
selor in the First Presidency, at- 
tended services for Jeffrey Brent 
Ball at the Coalville Stake Center. 

“There is not a missionary parent 
in this church whose heart has not 
grieved and whose eyes have not 
shed tears over the passing of these 
two boys,” Monson told a crowd of 
400 mourners. 

The frail, 89-year-old Benson, 
who was not scheduled to speak, was 
helped to his feet when he said he 
wanted to talk. “The Lord bless you 
and the devil miss you, as my wife 
would say,” Benson said. “I love this 
work. This is only the beginning. 
The Lord bless you and keep you.” 





Monson also spoke to the parents, 
saying that while Ball’s death was a 
tragedy, “I think your son would say, 
‘Do not grieve mother, do not sorrow 
father, I am on the Lord’s errand, and 
he may do with me as he sees fit.” 

Following the services, Ball was 
buried at Coalville Cemetery. 5 

To the south, more than 300 people 
packed the Wellington Stake Center 
for Wilson’s funeral. Gordon B. 
Hinckley, Benson’s first counselor, 
and L. Tom 
Perry, of the 
Council of the 
Twelve Apos- 
tles, were 
keynote speak- 
ers. 

“As we weep 
today, the whole ; 
Church weeps | 
with you. Mis- 
sionaries are so 
dear that when

Aitoinsurancedecision _

Choosing auto insurance should be 
based on the additional services the 
insurance company offers and not just 
price alone, said Brent Webster, mar- 
keting officer for the Utah State In- 
surance Department. 

“The USID recently surveyed 20 
national and local companies repre- 
senting 60 percent of the private pas- 
senger automobile insurance markets 
in Utah to determine the amount of 
competition prevailing throughout 
the state, and provide information 


and a guide for the consumer,” said 
Webster. 

He said each insurance agency pro- 
vides different services. Webster said 
that consumers are cautioned that 
other factors such as the services of 
company and agent, financial stability 
of the company and fair and timely 
payment of claims, along with the 
price, should be considered when pur- 
chasing insurance. 

The survey shows there is consid- 
erable competition in the market, said 
Webster. The companies of the sur- 
vey cannot be disclosed, but “no one 
company is consistently high or low.”

Credit card receipts introduced in trial 


SALT LAKE CITY — Prosecutors today introduced into evidence several 
eredit card receipts allegedly drawn on accounts belonging to a 27-year-old 
woman after she had been raped and killed by David Franklin Young. 

Young, 28, is charged with first-degree murder in the beating death of 
Kimberly Ember Mars, 27, whose nude body was found in the bedroom of her 
Salt Lake County home Aug. 19, 1987. 

Young’s attorneys do not dispute his confessed slaying of the woman, but 
say he was mentally out of control at the time. 

Prosecutors say Young met Mars at a truck stop and later took her to her 
home where he intended to wait until the banks opened in order to steal her 
money. 

Young, of Bridgeport, Ill., allegedly raped Mars, stabbed her repeatedly, 
beat her about the head with a clothes iron and then smothered her with a 
pillow. 

Police said that in a two-hour confession, Young said that after he killed 
Mars, he showered to wash away her blood, took her credit cards and left in 
her truck. 

Young was arrested in Illinois Aug. 27, 1987, after a high-speed chase in 
Mars’ stolen pickup truck. Authorities say he was on parole for killing his 
girlfriend in 1982 at the time of his arrest. 


Witness remains in critical condition 


HEBER CITY, — A witness to the execution-style killing of a Salt Lake 
City man remains in critical condition at an undisclosed Salt Lake-area hospi- 
tal, authorities said. 

Wasatch County Sheriff Ed Thacker said authorities wanted to guard the 
whereabouts of Lino Collato, about 30, from Mexico, who was stabbed several 
times and shot at least once. 

They hoped he will be able to identify his assailants who are believed to be 
the ones who killed Anthony J. Chavez, 44, Salt Lake City. 

Collato was found near U.S. Alternate 189 between Hailstone Junction and 
Francis Sunday morning. He apparently is not able to be interviewed by 
authorities. 

The body of Chavez was found in the same area about noon by a target 
shooting party. His hands were bound. 

The medical examiner’s report said he was killed by a shot to the back of the 
head with a small-caliber handgun. 


Travelers support smoking-ban on planes 


SALT LAKE CITY — A survey of travelers passing through the Salt Lake 
International Airport indicates strong support for a ban on smoking on airli- 
nes. 

Ninety-one percent of 1,423 persons interviewed said they favored making 
the current temporary ban on U.S. flights permanent. The federally imposed 
pan prohibits smokers from lighting up at any time during a flight of two hours 
or less. were 

Of those supporting the ban, 66 percent were smokers. 

The survey, conducted by members of the Utah Society for Respiratory 
Care, was part of a national effort to extend the smoking ban. Absent action by 
U.S. Congress in 1989, the law will expire in April. 

Most of those interviewed were not Utah residents. Highty-eight percent 
said they supported a permanent ban on smoking on all flights — regardless of 
how long the plane is in the air. 

Georgine Bills, president of the respiratory society, believes the survey 
shows that smokers are becoming more aware and considerate of the risk 
secondary smoke poses to non-smokers. 


Shakespeare tops required reading lists 


NEW YORK — Shakespeare’s tearful “Romeo and Juliet” holds center 
stage on most high school required reading lists, according to a survey which 
found students reading virtually the same works as youngsters 25 years ago. 

But the survey of public and private school students showed that only one of 
the 10 most frequently assigned titles was written by a woman — “To Kill A 
Mockingbird,” by Harper Lee — and none were by minorities. 

“This,” wrote the survey’s author, Arthur N. Applebee, “two decades after 
the civil rights and women’s movements focused national attention on imbal- 
ances and inequities in the school curriculum.” 

On the other hand, the survey by the Center for the Learning & Teaching of 
Literature at State University. of New, York at, Albany appeared to answer 
conservative critics who have lately accused schools of watering down curric- 
ula and retreating from the classics. ~~ Miah evil)

Dead golden eagle’s baby doing fine 


SALT LAKE CITY — A 6-week-old golden eagle, whose mother was killed 
and dismembered over the weekend at Tracy Aviary, was examined and is 
doing fine, aviary officials said. 

They said the eaglet’s father is capable of taking care of it until it is sent to 
Kansas in mid-June and released into the wild. 

Meanwhile, $2,000 has been offered for information leading to the conviction 
of those who killed the mother eagle and a sandhill crane, said Mark Stack- 
house, spokesman for the Liberty Park facility. 

The incident occurred either late Saturday or early Sunday. 

The Humane Society of Utah offered a $1,000 reward, and Stackhouse said 
aviary employees and citizens have pledged nearly another $1,000. 

The headless and footless carcass of the golden eagle was found Sunday ina 
church parking lot several blocks from the park, a few hours after an employee 
discovered the bird was missing. 

The eagle was one of only five known to have bred in captivity.

An ordinance prohibiting the pos- 
session of alcoholic beverages within 
city parks was passed by the Provo 
City Council Tuesday night. 

The previous city ordinance pre- 
vented the consumption of alcohol 
within city parks, but council mem- 
bers felt the problem with the exist- 
ing ordinance was enforcement, said 
council member Barbara Smith. 

Provo City Attorney Gary L. 
Gregerson said there was a problem 
with the previous ordinance because 
it was difficult for police officers to 
witness actual consumption. “What 
the possession ordinance does is give 
a broader scope for enforcement,” 
Gregerson said. 

The council also passed an ordi- 


nance prohibiting golfing, shooting 
arrows and the operating of motor- 
ized model airplanes in the city parks. 
Smith said the new ordinance clarifies 
the wording of a previous ordinance 
which referred in a general way to 
activities that would threaten the 
“safety and well-being of others.” 

“Because this ordinanee is more 
specific it can be enforced easily,” said 
Mayor Joseph A. Jenkins. 

Jenkins said enforceable ordi- 
nances are necessary because parks 
were not meant to be abused. 

Smith said proposed park ordi- 
nances concerning noise and sun- 
bathing have been postponed. She 
said the recent police involvement in 
enforcement has greatly improved 
the situation. “We hope the new ordi- 
nances will help the other problems 
fade away,” she said. 


Orem mayor advocates increase 
in percentage of franchise taxes

The 1989-90 budget was the focus of 
the Tuesday Orem City Council’s 
work session. 

Mayor S. Blaine Willes recom- 
mended a two tenths of a percent or 
more franchise tax increase to meet 
budget needs. 

“T see that there will be some tax 
increase but not property tax,” said 
Norman K. Woodhouse, an Orem 
City council member. 

Council member Joyce W. Johnson 
said she would “feel more comfortable 
with a bond than an increase of taxes. 
A bond will allow the people the 
choice.” 

“Some (people) are more in favor of 
one tax than others,” said councilman 
H. Keith Hunt. “We need to have 
some way to let the citizens of Orem 





understand our captial needs. What- 
ever we callit, if we charge the people 
more money its a tax increase.” 

The city council also recommended 
that the Orem-Provo Chamber of 
Commerce should receive its funding 
of $20,000 this year, but that the fund- 
ing should be reduced over the next 
four years until the chamber is self- 
supporting. 

“They have a purpose, but the tax 
payers shouldn’t be funding them 
$20,000 a year (through a service 
agreement),” said council member 
Kelvin C. Clayton. 

“We’re not buying very much for the 
$20,000.” 

Woodhouse said he hesitates to 
drop things (withdraw financial sup- 
port) that are important to Orem City 
and especially the chamber because it 
does “an awful lot of good” for the 
city.

Einar W. Bergstedt, president of 
the Harman Management Corpora- 
tion that owns 235 Kentucky Fried 
Chicken fast food restaurants, 
stressed the need for companies to be © 
employee-oriented. 

“Our company is rather unique,” 
said Bergstedt. “Our company helps 
employees to be inspired to become 
part of the company,” he said.

Most executives in the Harman Cor- 
poration and Kentucky Fried Chicken 
come from within the company,” said 
Bergstedt. 

Bergstedt told the students that a 
business cannot be successful unless 
that company rewards their em- 
ployees with incentives and recogni- 
tion. 

“We feel that a dishwasher job is 
just as important as the president of 
the company,” said Bergstedt. 

He also said a business must pro- 
mote success in the people who do the 
work because if employees are suc- 
cessful, the whole company will be 
successful. 

Bergstedt said some of the keys to 
success in the Kentucky Fried 
Chicken chain are to learn a little bit 
about the company each year, tie as 
many employees into ownership as 
possible and give lots of recognition to 
employees.

Olympic sprinter Sowell 
heads top rated LSU

“The top collegiate women sprinters 
have arrived lepjate w to vie for All- 
American honors this week in the 
68th NCAA Outdoor Track and Field 
Championship Meet. 

According to Track and Field 
News, Louisiana State is a heavy fa- 
vorite to win the NCAA women’s 
track and field championship with the 
Texas Longhorns coming in second. 

One of the biggest reasons the 
Lady Tigers are picked to win the 
title is 1988 Olympic sprinter Dawn 
Sowell. She is favored to win both the 
100 and 200 meters and LSU, with 
Sowell running the anchor leg, is fa- 
vored in the 400-meter relay. 
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BYU's Fredericks set an NCAA 
record in the 200 meters earlier this 
season in a trial at the NCAA Indoor 
Championships, only to have it erased 
by Johnson in the finals. E 

The men’s 100 and 200 meter 
events are two events in which BYU 
has a good chance for success during 
this weeks NCAA championships. 

Two Olympic gold medalists will be 
in Provo to take part in the champi- 
onships; UCLA’s Steve Lewis will 
participate in the 400 meter event and 
Virginia’s Paul Ereng will compete in 
the 800 meters race. 

The 200 meter trials are today at 
5:50 p.m., the finals will be held on 
Friday at 6:50 p.m. 

All events will take place at the- 
BYU track facility. 

Media coverage for the four-day 
championships boasts reporters from 
all over the country. Local coverage 
includes daily newspapers from Salt 
Lake and Utah County. 


Sowell’s best in the 100-meter is 
10.93, a new collegiate record this 
year. In the 200, she has run 22.46. | 

The combined team’of Sowell, Cin- 
namon Sheffield, Tananjalyn Stanley, 
and Ester Jones have staged a time of 
43.33 in the 400-meter relay. Sowell 
isn’t the only outstanding athlete on 
the LSU team, however. 

Sylvia Brydson is favored in the 
800; Tananjalyn Stanley is favored in 
the 100-meter hurdles and the 1,600- 
meter relay team of Opal Cunning- 
ham, Donalda Duprey, Roslyn 
Rucker, and Sylvia Brydson is ex- 
pected to battle pre-meet favorite 
Texas in that event. 

Among the women the Texas 
Longhorns count on are Carlette 
Guidry in the 100 and 200 meters; 
Leslie Hardison in the 400; and Kellie 
Roberts in the 400-meter hurdles. 

Guidry has qualified in three indi- 
vidual events as well as a part of both 
the 400-meter relay and 1,600-meter 
relay teams. She will fight it out with 
LSU’s All-American Dawn Sowell in 
the 100 and 200 meter race with her 
personal best times of 11.41 and 23.53 
respectively.

Idaho decathlon champ 
beat alcohol, low grades

For Dan O’Brien, the favored de- 
cathlete in the NCAA Track and 
Field Championships, his life, like the 
decathlon, has been one hurdle after 
another. 

The 22-year-old University of 
Idaho senior from Klamath Falls, 
Ore. has not always been on top 
though. Adopted at age two into a 
family that raised eight children (6 
adopted) O’Brien grew up in a nine- 
bedroom converted barn. 

In 1984, as a high school senior, he 
won four events in the class AA Ore- 
gon State Track Meet. He was rated 
the nation’s top prep decathlete but 
was recruited seriously only by Idaho 
coach Mike Keller. 

Nothing has followed the script 
since coming to the University of 
Idaho, though. O’Brien openly admits 
that the obstacles he has faced have 
been of his own doing. 

Alcohol abuse led to academic fail- 
ure, which meant a loss of scholar- 
ship. “That’s all my fault,” O’Brien 
said. “I didn’t get real serious until 
this year. I really had nobody to set 
me straight. I got away from my folks 
for the first time and I moved in witha 
fellow in the same situation. We just 
really had our fun.” 


Drinking developed into a serious 
problem, and during O’Brien’s first 
semester at Idaho he lost academic 
eligibility. “I had no motivation at all. 
I didn’t understand the importance of 
ue O’Brien said. However, his coach

“I knew from the start that we 
might have trouble. He didn’t have 
the tools (academics) coming out of 
high school.” Keller said. “He was a 
great athlete... and he found out he 
could just put his hands behind his 
back, put his skates up and go back- 
ward through high school.” 

Keller, sensing what O’Brien was 
doing, met with him. “On the pone 
thing, I pis confronted him and tol 
him, ‘If I even hear of you being close 
to a bar, you're history. I’m through 
with you.’” 

Re-committed, O’Brien regained 
eligibility and is now back at Idaho. 
The jumper/hurdler/sprinter has a 
long jump best of 25 feet 6 inches, the 
best ever non wind-aided jump in Big 
Sky Conference history. He owns a 
time of 13.81 in the 110 meter high 
hurdles, which is a school record, and 
a time of 10.44 in the 100 meter dash. 

With these three marks and per- 
sonal bests this season in the other six 
events, O’Brien could better the 
NCAA Championships record by al- 
most 200 points. 


Villanova U niversity 
brings olympian to Provo

One of the most talented and ac- 
complished athletes in college track, 
Vicki Huber of Villanova University, 
comes to the NCAA Championships 
this week in an attempt to cap-off one 
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of the most brilliant careers ever. 

Huber, a senior majoring in Psy- 
chology/Pre Med, is the collegiate 
record holder in the 3,000-meter, 
1,500, indoor and outdoor mile while 
being the first Villanova woman ath- 
lete to compete in the Olympic 
Games, where she was the first U.S. 
runner to finish the 3,000-meter run 
in a collegiate record of 8:37.25. 

The 5’6” senior from Concord High 
School in Wilmington Del., has won 
several conference and national 
championships. 

Asa freshman competing in the Big 
East Conference, she placed first in 
the 1,500 both indoor and outdoor, 
first in the 3,000, while running sec- 
ond leg in the winning two-mile relay. 

The next year she captured the 
NCAA crown in the 3,000-meter run 
both indoor and outdoor. 

As her confidence continued to 

ow, records continued to fall. In 

er junior season she became the first 
woman to ever win the indoor mile 
and 3,000-meter run, having less than 
an hour between races. At the end of 
the season she was the recipient of the 
1988 Jumbo Elliott Award given an- 
nually to the top collegiate woman 
runner. 

This season Huber has qualified for 
the NCAA Championships in the 
3,000 once again and is the only 
woman with a time under nine min- 
utes, clocking in at 8:54.59. 

What kind of pressure is on Huber 
this week? It doesn’t seem to be much 
different than any other meet. 

“There is pressure on Villanova to 
win every time they step on the 
track,” coach “Uncle Marty” Stern 
said. “We set high standards for 
ourselves and expect to win individ- 
ual championships.”

Ormsby, an assistant professor of 
home economics at BYU, said it took 
the bus two hours to move the equiva- 
lent of a long block. 

D.B. Long, a music education ma- 
jor from Lehi, said getting caught in 
the demonstration was not a threat- 
ening experience. “It was more like 
being in a homecoming parade,” he 
said. “They (the demonstrators) 
clapped and cheered at the bus. 
They’d given us the peace symbol. 
(The same sign used by Winston 
Churchill for ‘victory.’)” 

Associate Dean of the College of 
Fine Arts and Communication, Ray 
Beckham, accompanied the wind 
symphony as tour manager. He said 
the students demonstrating treated 
the BYU students like heroes. “We 
told our students it was impossible to 
take sides,” said Beckman, explaining 
that the BYU group was the invited 
guest of China’s government. The 
students waved back but were not 
allowed to return the peace symbol.

BEIJING — China’s leaders de- 
layed a meeting set up to purge mod- 
erates from the government because 
top officials are still locked in a power 
struggle caused by the unrelenting 
student-led protests, sources said 
Tuesday. 

A military source said the 200,000 
troops surrounding Beijing have been 
told to “prepare for winter,” meaning 
hardliners are anticipating a long bat- 
tle with moderates. 

Also on Tuesday, workers and stu- 
dents chanted, “Down with police 
thuggery!” outside police headquar- 
ters to protest the arrest of labor 
leaders sympathetic to their move- 
ment for greater freedom and an end 
to official corruption. ; 

The Beijing Daily said that 11 mem- 
bers of motorcycle clubs who partici- 
pated in the demonstrations also were 
jailed.

The statue faced the por- 
trait of communist China’s founder, 
Mao Tse-tung. 

A core of about 10,000 students 
have maintained a round-the-clock 
protest in the square, but the num- 
bers swelled into the tens of thou- 
sands for the statue’s unveiling. 

The official Xinhua News Agency 
called the statue “an insult to the na- 
tional dignity and image” and said it 
should be taken down by Thursday. 

Indications appeared that the 
power struggle between hardliners 
who oppose political reform and mod- 
erates who back some democratic 
change had reached an impasse. 

Diplomatic and Chinese sources 
said a meeting of the Central Commit- 
tee of the ruling Communist Party, 
scheduled to begin in about 10 days, 
has been postponed because the lead- 
ership is too divided. 

The meeting was called to ratify a 
purge of Communist Party chief Zhao 
Ziyang, who last week reportedly 
was stripped of power. The Central 
Committee must approve leadership 
changes.
